SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The computer moving image file entitled 2handed.mpg is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The computer moving image file has a running time of six seconds. It explicitly depicts 
a man performing sexual activity upon a woman, involving the man forcefully inserting 
each of his hands, in rapid alternation, fully into the woman's anus. 

While the nature of the sexual conduct is not considered to necessarily be inherently 
degrading or dehumanising, the manner in which the man in this publication engages 
in the activity with the woman, and the manner in which the activity is filmed, is highly 
degrading and dehumanising. It presents as an extreme act performed for viewer 
entertainment. 

The extent and degree that the publication depicts sexual conduct of a degrading and 
dehumanising nature, as well as the extent and degree to which the publication 
degrades and dehumanises the woman, is such that its availability is likely to be 
injurious to the public good. 

A classification of "objectionable" places a limit on the right to the freedom of 
expression as set out in si4 of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990. However, 
given the high extent and degree of the degrading and dehumanising elements in this 
publication, the classification is considered to be a reasonable limit prescribed by law 
that can be demonstrably justified in a free and democratic society. 
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
